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FOREWORD 

The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Bootle. 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1962,  being  the  ninetieth  of  the  series,  on  the  health  of  the  people  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Bootle. 

In  February,  Mr.  W.  E.  Leather  retired  from  his  position  as  Deputy 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  A.  Downie. 
Mr.  Leather  at  his  retirement  had  completed  40  years  service  in  Local 
Government,  31  years  of  which  had  been  spent  in  Bootle. 

From  the  vital  statistics  published  in  the  Report  the  following  figures 
have  been  extracted: — 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  780,  a decrease  of  36 
3 compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a general  death  rate  of  9.37 
per  thousand  population  as  against  9.87  in  1961.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  1 1.9.  There  were  55  deaths  ascribed  to  pneumonia 
and  73  to  bronchitis  but  there  were  no  deaths  from  influenza.  Of  the  total 
of  780  deaths,  149  (as  against  130  in  the  previous  year)  were  ascribed  to 
cancer;  cancer  of  the  lung  accounted  for  36  deaths  as  against  49  for  1961. 
Of  the  36  deaths,  25  were  males  and  1 1 females;  this  is  the  largest  number 
of  female  deaths  recorded  for  this  disease.  Road  traffic  accidents  were 
responsible  for  8 deaths  as  compared  with  7 for  the  previous  year.  Three 
of  these  deaths  were  of  children  under  15  years  of  age. 


The  total  number  of  live  births  was  1,958  as  compared  with  1,993  in 
the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  births  618  (as  against  694  in  1961)  were 
I attended  by  the  domiciliary  midwives.  The  birth  rate  was  23.53  per 
li  thousand  as  compared  with  24.10  for  1961,  and  is  still  high  as  compared 
< with  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  is  18.0. 


I The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  28.09  per  thousand  live 
births  as  against  33.12  for  the  previous  year  and  is  the  lowest  figure  ever 
recorded  in  the  Borough.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  21.6.  There 
were  55  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  66  in 
1961.  Of  these  55  deaths  35  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life;  24  of  these 
deaths  were  ascribed  to  prematurity  and  7 to  congenital  malformation  or 
C birth  injury. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  reported  during  the  year. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  the  Authority’s 
>1  schemes  for  the  protection  of  children  against  this  disease,  whooping 
»:  cough,  poliomyelitis,  and  smallpox  were  the  same  as  in  previous  years, 
» with  the  addition  that  children  can  now  be  protected  against  tetanus. 
1 There  were  1,429  people  vaccinated  against  smallpox  as  compared  with 
565  in  the  previous  year.  This  increase  was  due  to  the  presence  of  smallpox 
1 in  Bradford  and  London.  Of  the  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox 
•i  549  were  under  1 year  of  age  which  is  28.0  per  cent  of  the  live  births. 
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There  were  13  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  20  in  the  previous  year;  whooping  cough  showed  a fall  of 
76  cases,  only  6 cases  being  notified  while  measles  showed  an  increase  of 
414  cases,  987  cases  being  notified.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles  commenced  in  October  and  continued  until  February,  1963. 
There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  as  compared  with  1 1 in  1961. 
In  April,  1962,  Sabin  (oral)  vaccine  was  introduced  and  used  for  the 
vaccination  of  infants,  and  persons  under  40  years  of  age,  in  place  of 
Salk  vaccine. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  2/62  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
Council  prepared  and  submitted  its  10  year  plan  for  the  development  of 
the  Health  and  Welfare  services  taking  into  consideration  the  development 
of  the  Hospital  services  over  the  same  period.  Details  of  the  Council’s 
plans  as  they  affect  the  Health  Services  will  be  found  on  page  28. 

On  page  39  and  onwards  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  with  the  details  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate.  The  Bootle  (Netherton)  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  4 was 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  June  to 
come  into  operation  on  1st  June,  1963,  while  the  No.  5 area  was  approved 
by  the  Council  on  the  30th  October  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  for 
confirmation.  The  total  area  now  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders  is 
604  acres  and  comprises  3,905  dwelling  houses  and  premises.  Four  small 
Clearance  Orders  in  connection  with  the  slum  clearance  programme  were 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  during  the  year,  and  in  July  the  Bootle  (Marsh 
Lane  No.  4)  Clearance  Area  comprising,  300  houses  and  occupied  by 
351  families,  was  officially  represented  to  the  Council. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  tender  to  you,  and  especially  to  your 
Health  Committee  and  its  Chairman,  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Chief 
Officials  of  the  Corporation,  my  thanks  for  the  encouragement  and 
consideration  which  1 have  received,  and  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Department 
my  grateful  acknowledgment  of  their  willing  help  and  assistance.

Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Bootle  residents  during  1962  was  780, 
including  483  who  died  in  hospital,  i.e.,  61-9  percent  of  the  total  deaths, 
compared  with  54-41  per  cent  in  1961.  The  deaths  during  the  year  are 
equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  9-37  per  1 ,000  as  compared  with  9 - 87  per 
1,000  in  1961.

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Causes  of  Death 

The  causes  of  death,  classified  according  to  age,  are  shown  in  the 
table  on  page  70. 

Communicable  Diseases. — Epidemic  diseases,  excluding  tuberculosis, 
accounted  for  58  deaths.  Deaths  from  enteritis  numbered  3 (as  compared 
with  4 during  1961). 

Respiratory  Diseases. — Pneumonia  was  responsible  for  55  deaths, 
bronchitis  for  73,  and  other  respiratory  diseases  for  4 making  the  total 
deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  (excluding  influenza  and  tuberculosis)  132. 
This  amounts  to  16.92  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  at  all  ages,  as  compared 
with  18.01  per  cent  in  1961.  There  were  no  deaths  from  influenza. 

Cancer. — Cancer  was  registered  as  the  cause  of  death  in  149  cases, 
as  compared  with  130  in  the  preceding  year.  This  represents  a cancer 
death-rate  of  1.79  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  1.57 
during  the  year  1961. 

Violent  Causes. — There  were  38  deaths  from  violent  causes  (including 
8 from  road  traffic  accidents  and  7 from  suicide.) 

Neo-Natal  Mortality. — Thirty-six  children  died  before  reaching  the 
age  of  one  month,  of  whom  35  died  during  the  first  week  of  life.  This  gives 
a neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  17.87  per  1,000  births.  Prematurity  was 
responsible  for  24  of  the  neo-natal  deaths. 

Infant  Mortality. — There  were  55  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of 
one  year  compared  with  66  in  1961.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  28.09 
per  1,000  births,  compared  with  33.12  in  1961.  The  average  rate  for  the 
previous  five  years  was  31.76. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality  in  males  was  40.0  and  in  females  14.9 
per  1,000  live  births. 

Throughout  England  and  Wales  the  rate  of  infant  mortality  was 
21.6  per  1,000  births. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality  in  legitimate  infants  was  29.22.  There 
were  no  illegitimate  infant  deaths. 

The  most  important  of  the  causes  of  infant  death  were:  pneumonia, 
10;  bronchitis,  3;  congenital  malformations,  birth  injuries  and  diseases 
peculiar  to  infancy,  9;  premature  births,  24.

Deaths  of  Children  aged  1-5  years. — There  were  9 deaths  of  children 
aged  1 to  5 years,  as  compared  with  8 in  1961.  The  causes  of  death  were 
congenital  malformation,  2;  meningococcal  infections,  2;  measles,  1; 
malignant  neoplasm,  1 ; motor  vehicle  accident,  1 ; other  diseases,  2. 

Maternal  Mortality. — One  death  was  certified  as  due  to  pregnancy 
or  childbirth  during  the  year. 

Inquests. — Inquests  were  held  on  39  deaths.

Notification  of  Births 

The  number  of  births  notified  under  Section  203  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  was  998  live  births  and  8 stillbirths.  Of  these,  153  live  births 
related  to  residents  outside  the  Borough.  The  births  to  Bootle  mothers, 
therefore,  numbered  853,  of  which  domiciliary  births  numbered  611  live 
births  and  7 stillbirths,  and  hospital  births  numbered  234  live  births,  and 
1 stillbirth. 

In  addition,  there  were  1,083  live  births  and  32  stillbirths  to  Bootle 
mothers  notified  from  hospitals  outside  the  Borough. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants 

Notification  is  made  in  cases  where  the  birth  weight  is  5|  lbs.  or  less. 
In  the  case  of  domiciliary  confinements  every  effort  is  made  to  secure  a 
separate  bedroom  for  mother  and  infant,  and  to  provide  a draught-proof 
cot  with  detachable  lining,  suitable  bedding,  hot  water  bottles  and  special 
feeding  bottles;  if  any  of  the  latter  requirements  are  not  available  they  can 
be  provided  on  loan  from  the  Health  Department. 

In  every  case  of  premature  birth  occurring  at  home,  close  liaison  is 
observed  between  the  midwifery  staff  and  the  health  visitors.  Special 
reference  is  made  by  the  hospital  authorities  to  the  midwifery  service 
when  premature  babies  are  discharged  from  hospital.  Information  is 
given  as  to  the  child’s  general  condition  and  methods  of  feeding,  special 
attention  being  paid  to  these  cases  by  the  staff.  Before  the  midwife 
relinquishes  responsibility,  arrangements  are  made  for  the  Health  Visitor 
for  the  district  to  take  over  early  supervision.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Four  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  held  each  week  until  the  end  of  July, 

1 when  a weekly  session  at  the  Health  Centre  was  discontinued.  During  the 
year  384  new  cases  attended,  corresponding  to  19.6  per  cent  of  the  total 
registered  births;  in  addition,  116  cases  carried  over  from  the  preceding 
year  continued  under  supervision,  and  a total  of  2,297  attendances  was 
made,  with  an  average  of  18  patients  per  session.  It  should  be  noted  that 
Bootle  patients  intending  to  enter  Walton  Hospital  for  confinement  usually 
' attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  held  at  that  Hospital. 

Post-Natal  Clinics 

1 During  the  year  21  mothers  attended  for  post-natal  examination,  but 
it  is  not  known  how  many  mothers  attended  their  own  general  practi- 
tioners for  this  examination. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

I Seven  infant  clinic  sessions  were  conducted  weekly  until  August, 

when  an  additional  weekly  session  was  commenced  at  Glovers  Lane  Clinic. 

Phenylketonuria 

This  disease,  due  to  a congenital  inability  of  the  baby  to  deal  with 
j certain  compounds  found  in  many  foods,  including  milk,  leads  to  mental 
1 subnormality,  and  the  only  hope  of  arresting  the  disease  is  by  its  early 
recognition  and  appropriate  dieting. 

The  Health  Visitors  commenced  the  testing  of  urines  of  babies 
1 aged  3 to  6 weeks  at  the  infant  welfare  centres  in  October,  1960.  The 
L number  of  babies  tested  during  the  year  was  1,425. 

1 None  of  the  babies  tested  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  phenyl- 

1|  ketonuria. 

Thalidomide 

In  July  information  was  received  that  infants  born  to  mothers  who 
1 had  been  taking  the  drug  “Thalidomide”  during  the  early  stages  of 
||  pregnancy  were  being  born  with  deformities.  The  sale  of  this  drug  ceased 
il  in  November,  1961,  but  it  was  necessary  to  follow  up  all  pregnancies 
f which  were  due  to  end  in  or  before  August,  1962.  Investigations  were 
I made  into  the  number  of  babies  born  in  Bootle  with  congenital  deformities 
) during  1960-61,  and  up  to  August,  1962,  and  it  was  found  that  six  babies 
f were  affected.  In  one  case  a baby  with  gross  abnormality  had  died,  and 
i in  another  case  the  baby  was  badly  deformed.  In  both  these  cases  the 
J mother  had  taken  thalidomide.  The  remaining  four  were  investigated, 
J but  in  these  cases  none  of  the  mothers  had  taken  thalidomide.

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Problem  Families 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  in  Circular  78/50  issued  jointly 
from  the  Home  Office,  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a co-ordinating  committee  was  set  up  consisting  of  representatives 
of  the  Public  Health,  Children’s,  Social  Services,  Education,  and  Housing 
Departments,  Probation  Office,  National  Assistance  Board,  and  the 
N.S.P.C.C.,  with  the  Medical  Officer  as  Co-ordinating  Officer.  This 
Committee  is  convened  when  necessary  to  discuss  a particular  family 
where  the  difficulties  affect  a number  of  Departments,  and  continuous 
liaison  is  maintained  with  other  interested  parties  in  all  cases. 

As  recommended  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  27/54  the  duty  of 
visiting  and  supervising  problem  families  has  been  placed  on  the  Health 
Visitors,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  each  Health  Visitor  shall  supervise 
the  famihes  in  her  own  district.  It  was  considered  that  this  was  more 
satisfactory  than  appointing  a Health  Visitor  to  supervise  all  the  problem 
families  in  the  Borough.  A register  of  these  families  has  been  prepared 
and  case  reports  are  kept.  The  number  and  type  of  case  dealt  with  during

The  Liverpool  Child  Welfare  Association 

Representatives  of  this  Association  have  attended  clinics  weekly  to 
undertake  on  behalf  of  the  Council  arrangements  for  the  supply  and 
fitting  of  orthopaedic  appliances  prescribed  by  the  medical  staff,  and  the 
provision  of  clothing,  fireguards  and  convalescent  home  treatment. 
During  the  year  24  children  were  sent  to  Convalescent  Homes,  with  an 
average  stay  for  23  children  over  five  years  of  25  • 6 days,  and  28  days  for 
1 child  under  five. 

In  addition,  Camp  Holidays  of  one  week’s  duration  were  arranged 
for  5 girls  and  4 boys. 

The  staff  visited  1,673  cases  at  home,  and  1,058  cases  were  interviewed 
at  the  clinic.  New  cases  numbered  72. 

Municipal  Midwifery  Service 

Staff 

The  establishment  provides  for  a non-medical  Supervisor  and  four- 
teen midwives,  but  only  13  midwives  were  on  the  staff  during  the  year. 

Notification  of  Intention  to  Practise 

Twenty-two  midwives  gave  notice  during  the  year  of  their  intention  to 
practise  midwifery  in  the  Borough;  14  of  these  were  municipal  midwives, 
and  8 were  midwives  in  the  Bootle  Maternity  Home.

Patients  engage  the  services  of  the  midwife  nearest  to  their  own  homes, 
s and  the  midwife  is  responsible  for  their  ante-natal  care  from  the  date  of 
i booking. 

) Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 

All  the  municipal  midwives  are  qualified  to  administer  gas-air 
r:  analgesia;  ten  sets  of  apparatus  are  in  use,  three  of  which  are  kept  at  the 
- Ambulance  Station  and  conveyed  by  ambulance  to  the  patient’s  home 
V when  required.  The  remaining  seven  sets  are  kept  at  the  homes  of  mid- 
wives  who  use  cars  on  duty. 

During  the  year,  gas-air  analgesia  was  given  in  510  cases;  Pethidine 
’!  was  administered  in  51  cases. 
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Medical  Aid 

The  services  of  medical  practitioners  were  requested  in  154  domiciliary 
maternity  cases  during  the  year.  In  all  cases  the  medical  practitioners 
had  arranged  to  provide  the  patient  with  maternity  medical  services 
under  the  National  Health  Service. 

Transport 

The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  and  seven  Midwives  receive  a car 
allowance  based  on  mileage.  Municipal  midwives  using  a cycle  receive  a 
travelling  allowance  of  13s.  Od.  per  month,  or  30s.  Od.  per  month  if  they 
use  a motor  scooter  when  on  duty.  During  the  night,  if  public  service 
vehicles  are  not  available,  transport  is  provided  from  the  Ambulance 
Depot. 

Health  Visiting 

Home  Visitation 

The  stalf  paid  25,309  home  visits,  including  7,782  visits  to  infants 
under  one  year,  and  12,902  visits  to  children  aged  from  one  to  four  years. 

Home  Visits  to  Expectant  Mothers 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  529  home  visits  to  expectant  mothers  to 
advise  them  on  general  and  personal  hygiene,  with  a view  to  promoting 
normal  childbirth. 

Liaison  Arrangements 

At  the  request  of  the  Hospital  Authorities,  the  Health  Visitors  make 
domiciliary  visits  to  ascertain  the  environmental  conditions  of  geriatric 
patients  who  are  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission,  and  these  reports  are 
supplied  to  the  Hospital  Authorities.  No  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  Health  Visitors  to  work  with  particular  medical  practitioners  or 
groups  of  practitioners,  but  close  liasion  exists  and  specific  cases  are 
referred  to  the  Health  Visitor  by  the  general  practitioner.  The  Health 
Visitors  also  follow  up  cases  discharged  from  Hospital  when  requested. 

Staff 

The  establishment  provides  for  one  Superintendent  Health  Visitor 
and  ten  full-time  health  visitors.  At  the  end  of  the  year  seven  full-time  and 
four  part-time  health  visitors  were  employed. 

Because  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  health  visitors,  the  Committee 
in  November,  1948,  approved  of  a scheme  for  the  engagement  of  student 
health  visitors  who  would  attend  a whole-time  course  of  training  at  the 
Liverpool  University  School  of  Hygiene  and  would  receive  during  the 
first  year  three-quarters  of  the  minimum  salary  of  a health  visitor.  After 
the  period  of  training  they  would  return  to  the  service  of  the  Authority 
for  the  remainder  of  the  twelve  months,  and  if  successful  in  obtaining  the 
Health  Visitor’s  Certificate  would,  if  required,  give  a further  twelve 
months’  service  to  the  Authority.  Unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to 
obtain  students  during  the  year. 
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Home  Nursing 

Premises 

Tlie  Home  Nursing  Service  was  transferred  to  new  headquarters  at 
23  St.  Albans  Road  in  July.  These  premises  provide  commodious  and 
much  improved  accommodation. 

Staff 

All  the  staff  were  non-resident.  The  establishment  provides  for  a 
Superintendent  and  11  District  Nurses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff 
consisted  of  the  Superintendent,  2 full-time  and  1 part-time  Queen’s 
Nurses,  5 full-time  State  Registered  Nurses;  2 full-time  State  Enrolled 
Nurses;  and  3 part-time  State  Enrolled  Nurses. 

Training 

The  Council  have  adopted  a scheme  for  sponsoring  the  training  of 
District  Nurses  by  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing,  each  trainee 
nominated  by  the  Authority  to  be  required  to  give  twelve  months’  service 
with  the  Council  as  District  Nurse  after  completing  training. 

Visits 

During  the  year  24,440  visits  were  paid  to  966  patients,  including 
204  cases  carried  over  from  1961. 

Transport 

The  Home  Nurses  are  granted  a cycle  allowance  of  13s.  per  month. 
One  nurse  receives  a car  allowance. 

Developments 

Apart  from  the  increasing  number  of  injections,  which  the  nurses  give 
on  the  instructions  of  the  local  general  practitioners,  the  work  of  the  Home 
Nurses  may  be  divided  between  acute  medical,  chronic  medical  (including 
a large  number  of  cardiac  cases),  surgical  (mostly  post-operative  dressings), 
geriatric,  and  miscellaneous.  An  increasing  number  of  cancer  cases  are 
now  being  visited  by  the  Home  Nurses,  mainly  patients  who  have  received 
radium  treatment  in  hospitals  and  who  require  dressings  on  their  return 
home. 

No  special  provision  is  made  for  the  home  nursing  of  sick  children 
but  84  (or  8.7%)  of  the  patients  dealt  with  were  children  under  5.  The 
children  required  mostly  dressings  after  minor  operations,  burns  and 
scalds,  otitis  media,  care  during  bronchitis,  etc. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  noted  that  more  patients  in  the  middle  age 
group  have  been  discharged  from  hospital  and  require  general  nursing 
at  home. 

Geriatrics 

There  has  again  been  a large  number  of  geriatric  (general  nursing) 
cases. 

Of  the  966  patients  dealt  with  during  the  year,  412  or  42.5%  were 
over  65  years  of  age. 
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There  is  an  increasing  demand  on  the  Home  Nursing  Service  for 
assistance  in  these  cases,  particularly  for  bathing  bedfast  patients.  Empha- 
sis is  placed  on  attempts  to  make  the  patients  ambulant  and  independent, 
as  far  as  possible,  at  least  in  their  own  homes.  In  addition,  various 
“gadgets”  and  items  of  equipment  designed  to  enable  patients  to  do  things 
for  themselves  have  been  suggested  by  the  nurses.  A portable  lifting 
appliance  is  available  on  loan.  This  helps  considerably  in  the  care  of  the 
patient  at  home,  and  enables  the  relatives  to  lift  a helpless  patient  without 
effort.  Sick-room  equipment  and  wheel  chairs  have  been  issued  on  loan. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  on  page  26,  the  demands  on  the 
Home  Help  Service  for  this  type  of  patient  are  increasing,  and  the  services 
of  the  District  Nurses,  Home  Helps  and  “Meals  on  Wheels”  all  assist  in 
the  domiciliary  care  of  the  elderly  sick  and  infirm.  “Inco”  pads  are  issued 
free  to  incontinent  patients. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Vaccination — Smallpox 

During  the  year  vaccination  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  general 
practitioners  and  by  the  Local  Health  Authority’s  medical  staff.  The 
numbers  dealt  with  were  as  follows : —

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  vaccinated  was  549  (344  by 
general  practitioners  and  205  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Department). 
This  represents  28-0  per  cent  of  the  live  births  during  the  year. 


Immunisation — Diphtheria 

A specific  appointment  for  immunisation  is  offered  to  all  parents,  and 
protection  is  offered  in  infancy  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus.  During  the  year  a total  of  1,606  children  completed  the  series 
of  inoculations  (993  under  5,  613  aged  5-14  inclusive).  This  compares 
with  1,992  children  inoculated  in  1961.  A reinforcing  inoculation  was 
given  to  749  previously  inoculated  children. 

Parents  are  advised  that  immunisation  can  be  carried  out  either  by 
their  own  doctor  or  by  the  Local  Health  Authority’s  medical  staff,  and 
it  is  now  possible  to  offer  immunisation  at  all  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  completing  the 
series  of  inoculations.

Immunisation — Whooping  Cough 

In  November,  1952,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recommended  the 
Health  Committee  to  provide  facilities  for  the  immunisation  of  young 
children  against  whooping  cough.  This  recommendation  was  adopted 
and  came  into  operation  the  following  year.  During  1962,  the  number  of 
children  who  received  the  full  course  of  inoculations  was  as  follows:

Ambulance  Service 

Administration 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

Mutual  Aid 

Arrangements  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Liverpool 
City  Council  for  mutual  aid  in  cases  of  emergency  have  been  continued. 

Vehicles 

The  vehicles  now  in  use  comprise  a Daimler  ambulance,  three 
Austin  ambulances,  together  with  two  Austin  sitting  case  ambulances, 
and  an  Austin  omnicoach. 


Radio  Telephone  Equipment 

In  July  the  ambulance  vehicles  were  fitted  with  radio  telephone 
mobile  units,  controlled  from  a fixed  base  station  at  the  Ambulance 
Headquarters,  Markfield  Road.

In  1961  the  comparative  figures  were  10,567  day  calls  and  1,337  night 
calls. 

The  number  of  journeys  made  by  patients  during  the  year  was  40,896 
as  against  36,953  in  1961.  Of  this  number,  18,148  patient  journeys  were 
made  in  transporting  mentally  handicapped  persons  to  and  from  St. 
Luke’s  Junior  Training  Centre. 

In  addition,  94  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  removed  to  hospital 
by  the  ambulance  allocated  to  this  work,  which  also  conveyed  47 
tuberculous  patients  for  X-ray  examination,  re-fills,  etc. 

Prevention  of  Illness  (Care  and  After-Care) 

Tuberculosis 

The  Health  Committee  has  appointed  a Care-Sub-Committee  to 
deal  with  the  special  problems  of  tuberculous  patients  in  the  home. 
Assistance  is  given  in  providing  nursing  requisites,  sputum  flasks,  etc. 
Where  the  housing  accommodation  is  overcrowded  or  unsuitable, 
representations  are  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Housing 
Committee  so  that  priority  can  be  given  to  such  cases. 

Two  Tuberculosis  Visitors  are  employed,  and  during  the  year  they 
made  2,938  visits  to  the  homes  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Authority  to  carry  out  B.C.G.  testing  and 
immunisation  of  children  aged  13  and  over.  This  work  is  carried  out  in 
the  schools. 

Mental  Illness  or  Defectiveness 

Three  whole-time  mental  welfare  officers  are  engaged,  together  with  a 
part-time  mental  welfare  assistant. 

Statistics  relating  to  visits  paid  by  these  officers  are  given  in  the 
Mental  Health  Service  section  of  this  Report. 
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Provision  of  Sick-room  Equipment 

Articles  of  sick-room  equipment  are  stored  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
Home  Nursing  Service  and  are  issued  on  loan.  A deposit  is  requested 
and  is  refunded  when  the  articles  are  returned  in  good  condition. 

Convalescence 

In  accordance  with  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  convalescence  not  involving  medical  treatment  was  arranged  for 
patients  recommended  by  general  practitioners.  A period  of  convalescence 
was  approved  by  the  Health  Committee  for  15  adults,  and  1 child 
under  5 years  of  age. 

Chiropody  Service 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  in  Circular  11/59  Local 
Health  Authorities  were  empowered  to  establish  a chiropody  service 
under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  Service  commenced  at  the  Health  Centre,  Knowsley  Road  in 
September,  1960.  A part-time  Chiropodist  is  engaged  for  two  sessions 
per  week. 

During  1962,  ninety-eight  sessions  were  worked  and  447  treatments 
given. 

A charge  of  2s.  6d.  is  made  for  treating  two  feet,  and  Is.  6d.  for  one 
foot.  No  charge  is  made  to  patients  receiving  National  Assistance. 

Where  patients  are  unable  to  attend  the  clinic  because  of  difficulty 
in  walking,  they  are  conveyed  by  ambulance. 

The  proposals  have  been  amended  to  permit  of  domiciliary  visits 
being  made  where  necessary,  and  65  domiciliary  visits  were  made  during 
the  year. 


Health  Education 

Genera!  Publicity 

The  services  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  have  been 
continued  during  the  year.  Posters  and  leaflets  issued  by  the  Central 
Council  have  been  utilised,  including  those  relating  to  smoking  and  lung 
cancer. 


Home  Help  Service 

The  establishment  provides  for  the  equivalent  of  24  full-time  workers 
together  with  the  supervisor.  Ill  new  cases  received  assistance;  these 
with  150  cases  carried  over  from  1961  made  a total  of  261  cases  dealt  with 
during  the  year.

Where  a case  has  been  terminated  and,  after  a lapse  of  time,  is  again 
provided  with  help  in  the  same  year,  it  is  not  counted  as  a new  case. 


The  scale  of  assessment  recommended  by  the  Association  of  Municipal 
Corporations  has  been  applied,  but  this  has  been  amended  from  time 
to  time,  the  most  important  alteration  being  an  increase  in  personal 
allowances.  Any  householder  utilising  the  Service  has  a right  to  appeal 
against  the  assessment  in  cases  where  it  is  felt  that  the  scale  would 
impose  undue  hardship,  and  these  appeals  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
Committee. 


Section  VI 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  which  repealed  the  Lunacy,  Mental 
Treatment  and  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  came  fully  into  force  on  the  1st 
November,  1960.  This  Act  added  to  the  duties  of  the  Local  Authority, 
particularly  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  residential  accommodation, 
adult  training  centres  and  an  increase  in  community  care. 

Account  of  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community 

(a)  Mental  Illness 

During  the  year,  153  persons  were  admitted  to  hospitals  for  psychi- 
atric reasons.  Of  these,  75  were  males  and  78  were  females.  Of  the 
total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  hospitals,  108  were  admitted 
for  observation  under  Sec.  29  or  Sec.  25  of  the  Mental  Health  Act, 
1959,  3 were  admitted  for  treatment  under  Sec.  26  of  the  Act,  and 
41  were  admitted  informally.  One  patient  was  admitted  under  Sec. 
60,  i.e.,  from  the  Courts. 
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Of  the  108  patients  admitted  for  observation  only  5 patients  were 
further  detained  for  treatment  following  the  expiration  of  the  period 
of  observation.  The  remainder  either  were  discharged  whilst  under 
observation,  or  remained  as  informal  patients. 

139  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year,  and  2 died. 

3 patients  attended  on  a day  basis  at  Ormskirk  County  Hospital. 

71  investigations  were  made  during  the  year.  (These  were  investiga- 
tions which  did  not  result  in  an  admission  to  hospital.) 

A total  of  2,213  visits  was  made,  including  768  in  connection  with 
investigations,  admissions,  or  discharges,  63  for  pre-care,  and  1,382 
for  after-care. 

The  majority  of  patients  from  Bootle  are  admitted  to  Ormskirk  and 
District  General  Hospital  or  Winwick  Hospital.  Other  hospitals  to 
which  patients  have  been  admitted  are  Rainhill,  Sefton  General, 
Deva,  Mostyn,  Warwick,  Broadmoor  and  St.  Catherine’s  hospitals. 
Many  patients  have  attended  the  psychiatric  clinics  at  Bootle, 
Stanley  and  Walton  Hospitals. 

(b)  Sub-normality  and  Severe  Sub-Normality 
Ascertainment 

During  the  year  3 boys  and  3 girls  were  ascertained  as  being  inedu- 
cable under  Sec.  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  as  amended  by  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  1959.  In  addition,  7 girls  were  recommended  for 
informal  supervision. 

Short-term  care 

3 males  and  7 females  were  admitted  for  short-term  care  to  National 
Health  Service  Hospitals,  and  4 males  and  2 females  were  accom- 
modated in  private  hostels. 

Residential  care 

2 male  and  1 female  patient  were  admitted  informally  to  hospital, 
and  1 male  under  Sec.  26  and  2 males  under  Sec.  60  of  the  Mental 
Health  Act,  1959.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  4 persons  were  on  the 
waiting  list  for  hospital  care. 

Home  Reports 

143  home  visits  were  made  with  regard  to  patients  who  were  in 
hospital.  These  were  for  the  purpose  of  granting  holiday  or  trial 
leave,  or  with  a view  to  ascertaining  relatives’  wishes  in  regard  to 
the  discharge  of  patients,  etc. 

Domiciliary  visiting 

911  visits  were  made  to  patients  in  the  community. 

(c)  Junior  Training  Centre 

The’  Junior  Training  Centre  in  Poulsom  Drive,  has  accommodation 
for  80  mentally  sub-normal  children.  The  number  of  pupils  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  63. 

(d)  Adult  Training  Centre 

A site  for  an  Adult  Training  Centre  has  been  approved  and  plans  are 
being  prepared. 
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Development  of  the  Local  Authority  Health  and 
Welfare  Services 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/62  the  Health 
Committee  considered  the  development  of  their  services  in  conjunction

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Morlaliiy — During  the  year  15  deaths  were  certified  to  be  due  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  representing  a rate  of  0.18  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  0.22  in  1961.  There  were  13  deaths  among 
males  and  2 among  females. 

Chest  Clinic — During  the  year  the  Chest  Physician  examined  525 
new  cases,  of  which  40  were  eventually  diagnosed  as  tuberculous.  Atten- 
tion continued  to  be  paid  to  securing  the  attendance  for  examination 
of  contacts  of  notified  cases  and  308  contacts  were  examined  during 
the  year.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer  paid  25  domiciliary  visits.  The 
Tuberculosis  Visitors  made  2,938  visits  to  homes  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

During  the  year  155  children  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  at  the 
Chest  Clinic. 


The  number  of  contacts  examined  and  the  number  of  home  visits 
has  shown  a considerable  increase  during  the  past  few  years,  largely  due 
to  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Tuberculosis  Visitor  towards  the  end 
of  1950.

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

Incidence — During  the  year  3 new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  as  compared  with  4 in  1961. 

Mortality — No  deaths  were  certified  to  be  due  to  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

Public  Health  {Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925 — There 
was  no  occasion  to  take  action  under  the  above  Regulations  relating  to 
tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936.'  Section  172— No  action  was  taken  under 
this  Section  dealing  with  the  compulsory  removal  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
to  hospital. 
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Preventive,  Care  and  After-Care  Services 

(i)  Ascertainment  of  Contacts — In  every  case,  after  receipt  of  a notification, 
a visit  is  paid  to  the  home  with  the  object  of  tracing  contacts  and 
arrangements  are  made  for  their  examination  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  In 
the  case  of  children  under  15,  the  Chest  Physician  examines  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  whether  B.C.G.  Vaccination  should  be  given. 
Adults  are  referred  to  Walton  Hospital  for  a 5"  x 4"  film,  which  is 
then  forwarded  to  the  Chest  Physician. 

In  this  connection  special  clinics  are  held  twice  weekly  for  children 
who  are  contacts  of  notified  and  known  cases,  or  are  referred  to  the 
Chest  Clinic  by  general  practitioners  or  the  medical  staff  of  the 
Department.  By  this  means  the  children  are  kept  separate  from  any 
known  cases  of  tuberculosis  while  attending  the  Clinic.

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(ii)  Employment  of  Tuberculosis  Patients — About  one-third  of  the  cases 
on  the  register  are  known  to  be  working,  but  in  the  main,  these  are 
quiescent  cases,  as  it  is  very  difficult  for  patients  with  a positive  sputum 
to  obtain  employment  (unless  they  fail  to  disclose  this  information 
when  applying  for  work). 

The  patients  who  are  working  are  kept  under  observation,  and 
generally  speaking,  they  are  found  able  to  maintain  themselves  in 
employment.  It  seems  likely  that  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  owing 
to  the  financial  help  now  obtainable  through  the  National  Assistance 
Board,  patients  are  not  as  anxious  as  formerly  to  return  to  work 
before  they  are  sufficiently  recovered  to  undertake  full  employment. 
Another  factor  bearing  on  this  matter  is  the  number  of  cases  which 
are  now  treated  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease,  these  cases  being 
found  through  efficient  contact  tracing  and  the  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Unit. 


(iii)  Notifications  after  Death — In  every  case  where  notification  is  received 
after  the  death  of  the  patient,  the  contacts  are  traced  and  urged  to 
attend  for  examination. 
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(iv)  Ascertainment  and  Follow-Up  of  Early  Cases  among  Children — The 
Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  visits  the  schools  in  the  Borough 
from  time  to  time,  and  in  addition,  the  general  practitioners  are  very 
co-operative  in  referring  children  to  the  Chest  Clinic.  Probably  50 
per  cent  of  the  children  examined  are  sent  in  by  the  general 
practitioners,  the  remainder  being  sent  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Department.  In  all  cases  of  a primary  lesion  in  children,  home 
contacts  are  traced  and  arrangements  made  for  their  examination.

VENEREAL  DISEASES 


The  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  as  from  5th  July,  1948. 

The  Annual  Statistical  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Treatment 
Centres  shows  47  persons  under  treatment  on  31st  December,  1962,  as 
against  59  on  1st  January,  1962,  and  a decrease  in  new  patients  examined, 
the  figure  being  168,  as  contrasted  with  239  in  1961.  The  total  of  168 
included  81  cases  in  which  the  diagnosis  of  venereal  disease  was  not 
established. 

The  total  attendances  for  treatment  made  at  the  Centre  during  the 
year  numbered  636.  During  1 962,  146  cases  were  discharged  on  completion 
of  treatment  and  observation,  as  against  213  in  the  previous  year.

Facilities  available  for  Handicapped  Persons 

There  are  no  specific  facilities  provided  by  the  Health  Department 
for  these  groups  of  handicapped  persons,  and  no  fixed  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  Welfare  Department  who  have  responsibilities 
to  handicapped  persons  under  the  National  Assistance  Act.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  in  the  Council’s  Clean  Air 
Programme.  In  addition  to  the  three  Orders  already  in  operation,  The 
Bootle  (Netherton)  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  4 was  confirmed,  with  the 
modification  that  the  date  of  operation  should  be  1st  June,  1963.  The 
Council  made  a further  Order  in  respect  of  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  5, 
and  set  the  date  of  operation  for  the  4th  July,  1963.  The  total  number  of 
premises  covered  by  the  five  Smoke  Control  Orders  so  far  made  by  the 
Council  is  4,101  and  the  total  acreage  is  604. 

Some  progress  was  made  with  Slum  Clearance  during  1962.  Four 
; Clearance  Orders,  comprising  21  dwellinghouses,  were  confirmed,  and  the 
; Bootle  (Marsh  Lane  No.  4)  Clearance  Area,  comprising  300  dwelling- 
I houses,  was  officially  represented  to  the  Council  on  the  1 1th  July.  This  is 
the  largest  Area  to  be  represented  in  the  history  of  the  Borough,  and  is  a 
memorable  milestone  in  the  progress  of  slum  clearance. 

The  Housing  Act,  1961,  has  given  Local  Authorities  new  and  greatly 
j strengthened  powers  for  dealing  with  bad  living  conditions  in  houses  in 
1 multiple  occupation.  The  Housing  (Management  of  Houses  in  Multiple 
C Occupation)  Regulations,  1962,  came  into  operation  on  the  22nd  May, 

^ 1962.  These  prescribe  a comprehensive  code  of  management,  and  are  to 
a be  applied  to  any  house  which  is  not  in  a satisfactory  condition  in  con- 
j sequence  of  defective  management.  A survey  of  these  houses  was  com- 
menced  during  the  year  and  is  still  in  progress.  Further  details  of  this 
:.i  particular  aspect  of  housing  are  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

The  public  have  become  far  more  noise  conscious  since  the  passing 
of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  which  has  been  in  operation  since  the  27th 
.1  July,  1960.  In  the  past,  many  people  suffered  serious  discomfort  from 
' excessive  noise  and  vibration,  without  complaining,  seeming  to  accept  this 
as  an  inevitable  consequence  of  the  machine  age.  Now,  however,  they 
M are  beginning  to  realise  that  many  such  nuisances  can  be  abated,  or  at 
I least  the  noise  reduced  to  tolerable  levels.  In  this  Report  details  are  given 
' of  the  action  taken  by  the  Health  Department  to  secure  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  arising  from,  excessive  noise  and  vibration.  It  should  be  men- 
' tioned,  however,  that  one  of  the  chief  difficulties  in  dealing  with  this  type  of 
nuisance  as  regards  enforcement  is  the  absence  of  any  standards  for 
acceptable  levels  of  noise.  It  is  felt  that  much  more  research  work  is 
required  in  this  direction  before  suitable  criteria  can  be  established. 

There  were  2,414  complaints  from  householders,  and  Notices  were 
• served  in  respect  of  4,162  nuisances,  a decrease  of  151  nuisances  on  the 
.1  previous  year,  but  the  number  of  complaints  increased  by  63. 

The  inspection  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared  for  sale  has  been 
given  particular  attention,  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  been 
i ; enforced  where  this  has  been  found  necessary.  It  is  pleasing  to  report 
< that  the  standards  of  hygiene  generally,  and  in  food  factories  in  particular, 
: are  being  maintained.

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Sampling  is  carried  out  regularly,  and  visits  are  made  to  shops,  food 
factories,  milk  premises  and  ice-cream  distributors  throughout  the 
Borough. 

The  Public  Analyst,  Mr.  J.  F.  Clark,  M.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  examined  220 
food  and  drugs  samples  during  the  year,  of  which  44  were  statutory  and 
176  informal.  Common  foods  have  been  sampled  regularly,  and  special 
samples  have  been  taken  of  suspected  foods. 

A total  of  8 samples  contravened  Acts  and  Regulations,  and  included:

Special  attention  is  being  directed  to  the  labelling  of  foodstuffs  and 
also  to  ensuring  that  the  individual  retailer  is  taking  care  to  preserve  the 
soundness  of  his  stocks. 

In  addition  to  the  220  routine  samples  submitted  for  analysis  and 
examination,  there  were  142  special  samples  obtained,  which  were  sub- 
jected to  chemical  analysis  or  bacteriological  examination.

Milk 


Milk  Supplies — There  are  214  registered  distributors  of  milk  on  the 
Bootle  Register,  and  1 1 new  licences  were  issued  under  the  appropriate 
Special  Designation  Regulations,  1949  to  1953. 

There  are  no  farms  or  shippons  situated  within  the  Borough  boundaries. 

There  has  been  no  infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning  outbreak 
traced  to  the  supply  of  milk  within  the  Borough. 

Milk  Sampling 

There  have  been  138  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  and  138  for  the  Phosphatase  and  Turbidity  Tests  to  indicate 
the  amount  of  heat  treatment  to  which  the  milk  has  been  subjected. 
One  sample  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  one  sample  failed  the 
Phosphatase  Test. 

School  Milk — there  were  39  samples  of  milk  obtained  from  schools 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  34  samples  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis,  all  were  satisfactory. 
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Ice  Cream 

17  samples  of  ice  cream  and  dairy  ice  cream,  and  10  samples  of 
water  ices  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  124  samples  of  ice 
cream  and  water  ices  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  average  fat  content  of  the  1 7 samples  of  ice  cream  was  11-4%. 

There  were  210  ice  cream  premises  registered,  of  which  6 are 
registered  for  manufacture.  Of  these,  only  3 are  actually  manufacturing, 
one  is  on  a “complete  cold  mix”. 

68  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  results 
( being  as  follows:  Grade  1,  63;  Grade  2,  3;  Grade  3,  2;  Grade  4,  Nil. 
‘ Altogether  56  samples  of  water  ices  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
I examination.

Manufacturers  of  bread  and  confectionery  take  stringent  precautions 
r to  prevent  the  entry  of  “Foreign  bodies”  into  their  products,  a hazard  to 
1'  which  the  manufacturing  food  industry  is  particularly  vulnerable.  In 
c spite  of  these  efforts,  however,  extraneous  matter  does  sometimes  find  its 
way  somehow  into  food  products.  Indeed,  it  appears  impossible  to  devise 
a foolproof  method  of  preventing  entirely  these  unfortunate  occurrences. 
One  bakery  has  persuaded  its  female  employees  not  to  wear  earrings 
i>  during  working  hours  so  as  to  avoid  the  risk  of  these  pieces  of  jewellery 
becoming  dislodged  and  dropping  into  the  food  unobserved.  To  avoid  a 
similar  risk  bakers  have  been  urged  not  to  use  equipment  or  containers 
> which  are  prone  to  splinter  easily. 

Girls  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  and  wearing  elaborate  hair 
styles  present  a problem,  as  they  appear  reluctant  to  cover  them  with  a 
ii-  suitable  headdress.  However,  tactful  explanations  as  to  why  it  is  necessary 
it  for  food  handlers  to  cover  their  hair  whilst  engaged  in  the  handling  of 
A food  always  has  the  desired  effect.  One  manufacturer  has  devised  a type 
I of  head-covering  which  is  more  readily  acceptable  by  the  girls  as  it  can  be 
f-*  Worn  without  disturbing  the  hair  and  is  quite  attractive  in  appearance. 
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Basement  Bakehouse 

There  is  only  one  basement  bakehouse  in  the  Borough  and  41  visits 
of  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 


Food  Factories 

There  were  29  Food  Factories  entered  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Some  356  visits  of  inspection  and  re-inspections  were  made  during 
the  year  and  in  5 instances  it  was  necessary  to  serve  notices  in  respect  of 
13  defects,  which  have  since  been  remedied.

tinually  being  made  by  means  of  structural  alterations,  the  provision  of 
modern  equipment  and  streamlining  methods  of  production. 


Frequent  visits  of  inspection  are  necessary  to  impress  upon  food 
handlers  the  importance  of  their  work  and  to  ensure  that  the  most  effective 
methods  are  used  to  protect  the  food  from  possible  sources  of  contamina- 
tion. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  several  new  food  factories  were  opened 
during  the  year,  of  which  the  most  interesting  is  a broiler-chicken  pro- 
cessing plant.  This  is  a comparatively  new  industry  and  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  in  this  area.  Close  co-operation  with  the  management  was  main- 
tained during  the  planning  stages  and  numerous  consultations  were  held 
to  iron  out  all  the  difficulties  that  could  be  foreseen.  The  result  of  this 
work  has  been  the  construction  of  a modern  well-equipped  factory  that 
could  be  the  model  for  similar  factories  that  may  be  built  elsewhere. 
The  chickens  are  brought  from  the  farms  to  the  factory  where  they  are 
killed,  plucked,  eviscerated,  dressed  and  packed  ready  for  the  oven.  The 
staff,  consisting  mainly  of  local  people,  have  been  trained  in  the  new 
techniques  involved  and  the  results  have  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Another  comparatively  new  industry  recently  established  in  the 
Borough  is  the  production  and  pasteurisation  of  whole  liquid  egg. 

Certain  factory  managements  are  seriously  considering  the  use  ot 
paper  sacks  for  the  storage  of  trade  refuse,  as  the  present  method  of  using 
metal  containers  is  not  entirely  satisfactory. 

Fish  and  Chip  Shops 

During  the  year  101  visits  were  made  to  the  34  fish  and  chip  shops 
in  the  Borough  and  2 notices  were  served  in  respect  of  2 items. 
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Cafes  and  Canteens 

There  were  24  Ccifes  and  30  works  canteens  in  the  Borougli  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

During  the  year  5 cafes  and  canteens  closed,  6 new  ones  were  opened 
and  1 cafe  changed  occupier.  The  visits  of  inspection  amounted  to  276. 

Continual  supervision  of  these  premises  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  in  13  cases  it  was  necessary  to  take  informal  action  in  respect  of  43 
contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955,  which  have  since 
been  remedied.

The  standard  of  factory  canteens  has  improved  considerably  during 
recent  years,  and  during  1962  four  obsolescent  canteens  have  been  re- 
placed by  modern  kitchens  and  dining  rooms,  catering  for  more  than  a 
thousand  workers.  Improvements  have  also  been  made  to  the  public 
cafes  in  the  town. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  any  infection  arising  from  the  consumption 
of  food  at  these  premises  during  the  year. 

The  14  cafes  on  the  Mersey  Docks  and  Harbour  Board  Estate  within 
the  Borough  were  inspected  jointly  with  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the 
Port  Health  Authority  and  58  such  visits  were  made. 

Factories 

During  the  year  75  plans  of  proposed  new  buildings  were  examined 
and  amendments  were  recommended  in  43  cases. 

One  factory  was  registered  for  the  sale  of  rag  flock  in  accordance 
with  the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

Outworkers 

At  the  end  of  the  year  11  outworkers  were  on  the  register  and  14 
visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year.

There  are  342  workplaces  and  offices  entered  on  the  register.  Visits 
( of  inspection  amounted  to  203  in  the  year  and  13  notices  were  served  in 
respect  of  18  defects  which  have  since  been  remedied.

The  Office  Act,  1960,  was  a permissive  Act  giving  the  Secretary  of 
State  powers  to  make  regulations  concerning  the  health  and  welfare  of 
office  workers.  It  became  operative  on  1st  January,  1962,  but  no  regula- 
tions have  been  made,  and  it  has  now  been  superseded  by  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Bill  which  it  is  hoped  will  become  law  next 
year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  adequate  legislation  governing  these  types 
of  premises  is  long  overdue. 

During  the  year  56  premises  were  inspected  as  to  their  suitability  for 
use  as  “Betting  Offices”.  In  9 cases  recommendations  were  submitted  to 
the  Licensing  Justices  covering  23  items. 
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Offensive  Trades 

There  were  7 ofTensive  trades  established  within  the  Borough  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

Altogether  51  visits  of  inspection  and  re-inspection  were  made  and 
there  was  no  evidence  of  any  nuisances  arising  from  the  processes  carried 
on.

A complaint  that  the  trade  of  fat  melting  was  being  carried  on  in 
premises  that  were  not  ‘established’  for  this  purpose  was  found  to  be 
justified.  The  premises  were  visited,  and  as  a result  the  fat  melting  was 
immediately  discontinued. 


Noise  Abatement 

Several  complaints  arising  from  excessive  noise  vibration  have  been 
investigated  during  the  year,  and  it  was  noted  that  the  most  bitter  com- 
plaints from  householders  concerned  noises  emanating  from  near-by 
factories  which  interrupted  sleep  during  the  night  or  early  morning. 
Once  the  source  of  the  nuisances  was  established  the  factories  were 
inspected,  and  recommendations  made  to  either  abate  or  mitigate  the 
nuisances.  Factory  managements  have  been  most  co-operative  in  this 
matter  by  instructing  their  night  staffs  to  keep  factory  windows  and  doors 
closed,  and  in  some  cases  by  altering  factory  routine  in  such  a way  that  the 
very  noisy  work  is  carried  out  in  a part  of  the  factory  more  remote  from 
the  houses,  or  by  making  sure  that  the  more  noisy  work  is  done  only 
during  the  day  time. 

The  following  are  examples  of  noise  nuisances  that  were  abated 
during  the  year: — 

(a)  Compressor,  of  necessity  working  at  night,  was  baflled. 

(b)  Mechanical  shovelling  of  coke  at  night — work  now  carried  out 
during  the  day. 

(c)  Fan  exhaust  caused  nuisance  during  the  day  to  neighbouring 
householders — the  direction  of  exhaust  ducting  was  altered  and 
the  fan  baffled. 

(d)  Raking  of  boiler  fires  in  the  very  early  morning.  The  work  now 
carried  on  at  a more  reasonable  hour  and  with  greater  care. 

(e)  Emission  from  steam  exhaust — suitable  trap  installed. 

(f)  Excessive  noise  from  engineering  works  during  night  shift. 
Doors  and  windows  now  kept  closed  and  more  care  taken  in  the 
handling  of  steel  plates,  etc. 
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Licensed  Premises 

During  the  year  67  visits  were  made  to  the  49  licensed  premises  in 
the  Borough. 

Food  Byelaws 

Clean  food  byelaws  made  by  the  Council  have  been  in  operation 
since  28th  May,  1951. 

These  byelaws  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  “securing  the  observance 
of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the 
handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for 
human  consumption,  and  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  for 
sale  in  the  open  air  of  food  intended  for  human  consumption”. 

In  general,  no  great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  enforcing  the 
byelaws. 

Bootle  Corporation  Act,  1939 — Section  115 

It  is  necessary  for  any  persons  intending  to  sell  any  meat,  or  meat 
: food  product,  or  fish  or  fruit  or  vegetables,  from  any  cart,  barrow  or 
other  vehicle,  to  be  registered  with  the  Corporation  in  accordance  with  the 
! above  enactment. 

Prior  to  registration,  all  mobile  shops  and  similar  vehicles  are  sub- 
j jected  to  a careful  inspection  and  advice  is  given  to  the  applicant  on  the 
( principles  of  food  hygiene  generally.  A total  number  of  95  such  inspections 
I were  carried  out  during  the  year.

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Infectious  Disease 

There  were  79  cases  of  infectious  disease  investigated  other  than 
tuberculosis,  and  disinfections  were  carried  out  in  45  cases. 

In  dealing  with  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  special  investigations 
were  carried  out  in  the  homes  of  food  handlers,  including  the  obtaining  of 
specimens  of  faeces  for  bacteriological  examination,  in  order  to  detect  any 
possible  carriers  of  disease  in  their  families. 

The  local  authority  is  responsible  for  the  removal  of  all  cases  of 
infectious  disease  landed  from  ships  in  Bootle  Docks. 

Water  Supply 

The  Borough  of  Bootle  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Liverpool 
Corporation,  the  source  being  upland  surfaces  in  North  Wales  and 
Lancashire.  The  water  supply  throughout  the  year  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity  in  all  parts  of  the  town. 

All  dwellinghouses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  with  water  from 
the  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Water  Engineer, 
City  of  Liverpool,  J.  H.  T.  Stilgoe,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  for  the  twelve 
months  ended  31st  March,  1962. 

Bacteriological  Examinations 

During  the  year  the  Director,  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(David  T.  Robinson,  M.Sc.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  Dp.  Bact.)  has  made 
examinations  of  2,913  samples  of  water  from  the  undertaking. 

The  results  of  the  tests  for  Bacterium  coli  (Bact.  coli)  and  coliform 
bacteria  in  the  samples  from  the  aqueducts,  wells  and  waters  passing  into 
supply  show  the  percentages  of  samples  free  from  Bact.  coli  and  coliform 
bacteria  respectively  in  100  millilitres  to  have  been  as  follows: —

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Borough  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information: 

The  sewage  disposal  for  the  major  part  of  the  Borough  is  by 
direct  discharge  to  the  Mersey  and  the  sewerage  facilities  for  this 
area  are  adequate.  The  north  east  portion  of  the  Borough  drains  to 
West  Lancashire  Rural  District  Council  Homer  Green  sewage  works 
which  is  running  to  capacity  and  the  trunk  sewer  to  this  works  is 
overloaded.  It  is  believed  that  the  West  Lancashire  Rural  District 
Council  have  these  matters  under  consideration. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

There  are  four  Stations  established  in  the  Borough  for  measuring 
and  recording  atmospheric  pollution  at  selected  sites  as  follows: — 

1.  Civil  Defence  Station,  Knowsley  Road — 

Standard  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide  instrument. 

2.  Health  Department,  Trinity  Road. — 

Smoke  filter  and  volumetric  apparatus  for  the  measurement  of 
sulphur  dioxide. 

3.  Grammar  School,  Netherton — 

(a)  Standard  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide  instrument. 

(b)  Smoke  filter  and  volumetric  apparatus  for  the  measurement 
of  sulphur  dioxide. 
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, 4.  St.  George  of  England  School,  Fernhill  Road — 

Smoke  filter  and  volumetric  apparatus  for  the  measurement  of 
sulphur  dioxide. 

A fifth  instrument  was  used  during  the  year  for  demonstration  pur- 
j poses  at  the  Clean  Air  Centre,  Glovers  Lane,  and  at  the  Exhibition  House 
li  48  Copy  Lane.  It  is  hoped  that  this  instrument  will  shortly  be  installed 
1 at  the  Civil  Defence  Station,  Knowsley  Road. 

t Industrial  and  Commercial  Premises 

Altogether,  40  visits  were  made  to  industrial  and  commercial  premises 
I in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air  Act.  In  four  cases  plans  and  specifica- 
> tions  of  new  furnaces  were  submitted  in  accordance  with  Section  3(2) 
I of  the  Act.  all  of  which  were  approved  by  the  Council.  In  addition  4 
1 Notifications  of  intention  to  install  were  received  under  Section  3 of  the 
I,  Act.

The  complex  nature  of  the  many  types  of  nuisances  that  may  arise 
from  dust,  grit  and  offensive  odours  from  industrial  processes  is  such  that 
each  case  must  be  carefully  investigated  and  the  processes  involved 
thoroughly  understood  before  it  is  possible  to  surest  a remedy.  In  fact, 
sometimes  it  is  only  by  trial  and  error  that  a solution  is  found. 

A process  for  reclaiming  rubber,  from  which  pungent  fumes  are 
given  off  from  blow-down  vessels,  gave  rise  to  numerous  complaints  from 
householders  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  factory  concerned,  which  is 
situated  outside  the  Borough  boundary.  Joint  discussions  were  held 
between  the  factory  management,  representative  members  of  Bootle 
Health  Committee,  and  of  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  factory  is 
situated.  As  a result  a system  of  cold  water  sprays  was  installed  in  the  open 
stacks  of  the  blow-down  vessels  with  the  object  of  condensing  the  large 
volume  of  steam  which  is  given  off  during  the  discharge  of  the  liquid 
contents  of  the  digesters  into  the  blow-down  vessels.  It  was  also  hoped 
that  the  water  from  the  sprays  would  absorb  the  soluble  elements  in  the 
fumes. 

This  condensing  system  met  with  some  success,  but  there  were  still 
some  insoluble  gases  escaping  into  the  atmosphere  and  complaints 
continued  to  be  received  from  the  public. 

Experiments  were  then  carried  out  with  chemical  additives  in  an 
attempt  to  mask  the  smell  of  the  residual  gases,  but  these  experiments 
were  not  entirely  successful. 

It  has  now  been  decided  to  burn  or  oxidise  the  fumes  and  then  duct 
them  to  the  existing  120-ft.  high  boiler  chimney  stack.  This  may  well  be  the 
answer,  as  it  has  been  found  from  laboratory  tests  that  it  is  possible  to 
burn  the  fumes.  It  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  equipment  will  be  installed 
and  in  operation  by  the  end  of  next  year. 

Fumes  arising  from  the  cooling  of  hot  pitch  in  open  lagoons  adjacent 
to  dwellinghouses  gave  rise  to  justifiable  complaints,  and  a system  of 
pre-cooling  the  pitch  in  closed  vessels  before  it  is  discharged  into  the 
lagoons  was  adopted  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Further  examples  of  the  types  of  nuisances  that  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  year  are:  the  excessive  emission  of  cork  dust;  the  dissemination 
of  grit  from  the  storage  of  abnormally  large  amounts  of  coke  breeze  in  the 
open  air;  dust  and  grit  from  the  loading  of  pitch  into  railway  wagons; 
faulty  dust  arrestors  allowing  excessive  amounts  of  dust  to  escape. 

Smoke  Control  Areas 

Smoke  Control  Areas  Nos.  1 and  2 have  been  in  operation  since  the 
1st  June,  1961,  and  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  3 since  1st  December,  1961 ; 
included  in  these  Areas  are  some  2,572  premises. 

The  Bootle  (Netherton)  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  4 was  made  by  the 
Council  on  the  7th  March,  1962,  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Hous- 
ing and  Local  Government  on  the  14th  June,  1962.  The  date  of  operation 
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was  set  back  by  the  Minister  from  the  1st  January,  1963,  to  the  1st  June 
1963.  The  Area  comprises  307  acres  and  contains  989  dwellinghouses  and 
other  buildings;  of  these  728  are  dwellings  owned  by  the  Corporation. 
A survey  of  the  premises  in  the  proposed  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  5 was 
completed  during  the  year  and  the  Council  made  an  Order  for  this  Area 
on  the  3rd  October,  1962.  The  proposed  date  of  operation  is  4th  July, 
1963.  The  Order  is  still  awaiting  the  Minister’s  confirmation.  The  Area 
comprises  66  acres  and  contains  540  dwellinghouses  and  other  buildings, 
of  these  424  are  owned  by  the  Corporation. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued  the  following 
circulars  during  the  year. 

Circular  No.  3/62.  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

This  Circular  revises  the  procedure  for  establishing  Smoke  Control 
Areas  set  out  in  the  memorandum  on  Smoke  Control  Areas.  The  changes 
in  procedure  are  designed  to  make  it  easier  for  Local  Authorities  to  carry 
out  their  Smoke  Control  Programme. 

Circular  No.  4/62.  Smoke  Control — Black  Areas. 

The  Minister  requested  a general  review  of  Local  Authorities’  Smoke 
Control  Programmes.  A new  five  year  programme  1962 — 1966  was 
approved  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Minister. 

Circular  No.  50/62.  Fuel  Storage  in  New  Local  Authority  Housing. 

Contains  advice  from  the  Minister  on  Fuel  Storage  requirements. 
The  Minister  is  satisfied  with  existing  standards,  but  makes  certain 
recommendations  to  Local  Authorities  regarding  houses  likely  to  be 
included  in  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Command  Paper  No.  1890,  December,  1962.  Smoke  Control  {England  and 

Wales)  1962-66. 

Summary  of  programmes  submitted  by  Local  Authority  for  the 
establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Exhibitions.  Clean  Air  Information  Centre — Glovers  Lane. 

The  Centre  was  opened  to  the  public  on  the  12th  March,  and  while 
the  Centre  has  not  been  flooded  with  inquiries,  numerous  points  have 
been  raised  and  discussed,  together  with  many  demonstrations,  and 
benefit  has  been  derived  from  its  use. 

Besides  the  two  permanent  fires,  a selection  of  domestic  gas  and 
electrical  appliances  are  on  display  which  have  been  kindly  loaned  by  the 
North  Western  Gas  Board  and  Merseyside  and  North  Wales  Electricity 
Board  respectively.  Samples  of  various  types  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  are 
also  on  display,  and  solid  smokeless  fuel  is  burnt  on  the  two  permanent 
fires. 

A new  type  of  underdraught  open  fire  has  been  installed  at  the  Centre 
and  has  proved  very  satisfactory.  This  is  a step  forward  so  far  as  open 
fires  are  concerned,  as  the  appliance  will  burn  a wide  range  of  solid 
smokeless  fuels,  and  the  cost  of  the  appliance  compares  favourably  with 
normal  approved  insets.

A static  exhibition  in  the  form  of  a demonstration  house  situated  at 
I 48  Copy  Lane  in  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  5 was  opened  by  His  Worship 
; the  Mayor,  Mr.  Alderman  Simon  Mahon,  M.P.,  on  the  10th  December. 
The  exhibition  was  open  from  the  10th  to  16th  December  inclusive.  A 
leaflet  was  delivered  to  each  householder  in  No.  5 Area  informing  them 
of  the  time  and  place  of  the  exhibition,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  out 
of  526  houses  in  the  Area  a total  of  414  people  attended. 

Coke  Tests 

34  demonstrations  in  occupied  dwellinghouses  in  Netherton  were 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Department,  for  the  benefit  of  tenants,  in  the 
correct  use  of  their  fire-grates,  using  household  gas  coke  No.  2. 

Meetings  and  Courses 

16//;  January,  1962 — Department  of  Scientific  Industrial  Research. 

A course  was  held  at  the  Royal  College  of  Advanced  Technology, 
Salford,  in  connection  with  the  National  Survey  on  Air  Pollution,  and 
methods  of  measuring  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  smoke  in  the  atmosphere 
were  demonstrated.  Four  members  of  the  staff  attended  this  Course.

■j  Prosecutions  for  Non-abatement  of  Nuisances —

Prosecutions  have  been  reduced  to  a minimum  by  personal  contact 
I and  also  by  the  Corporation  carrying  out  the  work  in  default,  as  provided 
< by  statute. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  for  non-abatement  of  sanitary  nuisances 

1 during  the  year. 

Q Disinfestation 

! The  routine  procedure  for  disinfestation  of  verminous  premises  has 
C been  maintained.  21  municipal  houses  and  22  privately  owned  houses 
were  disinfested  with  suitable  insecticides. 

The  household  effects  of  all  persons  living  in  houses  which  have  been 
•t  dealt  with  by  way  of  slum  clearance  are  disinfested  before  removal  to  new 

2 Corporation  houses.  In  the  past,  household  effects  were  treated  with 
p cyanide,  but  this  method  proved  too  slow  to  keep  pace  with  the  speed 
> with  which  the  slum  clearance  programme  was  proceeding.  The  present 
T method  consists  of  spraying  the  entire  house  and  its  contents  with  an  insec- 
i ticide  before  removal.  The  spraying  of  the  condemned  houses  is  a 
’ precautionary  measure  to  protect  the  demolition  workers  from  the 
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possibility  of  becoming  infested  with  vermin.  In  addition,  the  new  house 
is  also  sprayed  to  assist  in  preventing  re-infestation,  at  least  for  an  appre- 
ciable time.  The  cost  of  treatment  and  removal  is  borne  by  the 
Corporation. 

It  is  now  possible  to  treat  and  remove  the  household  effects  of  25  to 
30  families  a week  as  against  5 families  under  the  old  method  of  cyanide. 
The  advantages  of  the  new  method  are  the  elimination  of  the  very  real 
danger  to  human  life;  the  saving  in  the  actual  cost  of  disinfestation; 
increased  revenue  from  rents  of  Corporation  houses  which  would  otherwise 
be  left  empty  for  longer  periods. 

During  the  year  the  household  effects  of  56  families  and  their  houses 
have  been  treated  under  the  new  method. 

76  municipal  houses,  19  private  houses  and  1 public  bath  were 
treated  for  cockroach  infestation. 

Special  steps  have  been  taken  with  regard  to  certain  pests,  including 
ants,  bed  bugs,  house  flies  and  lice.  This  service  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  local  authority  at  a nominal  fee,  the  occupiers  being  only  too  happy  to 
have  the  pests  removed,  and  70  occupiers  have  paid  to  have  their  premises 
disinfested. 

Canal  Boats 

There  were  no  inspections  of  canal  boats  on  the  Leeds  and  Liver- 
pool Canal  within  the  Borough.  Bootle  is  not  a registration  authority. 

Stables 

During  the  summer  months  stables  can  be  a source  of  considerable 
nuisance,  and  visits  to  stables  are  usually  increased  during  this  period. 
Fly  infestation  is  a serious  menace,  and  the  methods  now  adopted  are 
proving  effective.  A residual  insecticide  is  used  for  the  spraying  of  stalls. 
30  special  visits  were  made  to  stables. 

Exhumations 

One  exhumation  took  place  during  the  year. 

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  is  one  Public  Swimming  Bath  at  Balliol  Road  containing  two 
Swimming  Pools  100  feet  x 30  feet  and  60  feet  x 20  feet  respectively. 

Sea  water  from  the  River  Mersey  is  used  for  filling,  and  the  filtration 
and  chlorination  plants  operate  at  a four-hourly  turnover.  Several  checks 
of  the  chlorination  content  and  pH  value  are  made  daily  by  the  Baths 
Superintendent  when  the  Swimming  Pools  are  in  use. 

44  samples  of  the  water  from  the  Swimming  Pools  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 
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I Hairdressers  and  Barbers 

Section  96  of  the  Bootle  Corporation  Act,  1959,  provides  that  any 
: person  carrying  on  the  business  of  hairdresser  or  barber  shall  be  registered 
by  the  Corporation  and  the  premises  shall  be  so  registered.  The  Corpora- 
tion has  made  bye-laws  to  secure  the  cleanliness  of  premises  registered 
. under  this  section  and  of  the  instruments,  towels  and  equipment  used 
, therein;  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  persons  employed  in  such  premises  in 
1 regard  to  both  themselves  and  their  clothing.  This  piece  of  legislation  is 
i welcomed  not  only  by  the  Health  Department  but  also  by  the  great  majo- 
' rity  of  hairdressers  and  barbers  engaged  in  what  is  now  a highly  skilled 
: profession.  There  are  68  registered  premises  and  108  visits  were  made  to 
i ensure  legislation  was  complied  with. 

] Caravan  Dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  dwellers  situated  within  the  Borough, 
f nor  are  there  any  sites  for  this  purpose.  Periodically  fun  fairs  visit  the 
' parks  and  one  other  site,  but  as  they  are  subject  to  special  exemption, 

1 licensing  is  not  required. 

I Rodent  Control — The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

There  are  four  permanent  rodent  operators  engaged  in  carrying  out 
; duties  under  the  above  mentioned  enactment. 

The  staff  are  carrying  out  continuous  visitations  to  premises  in  the 
B Borough,  and  all  factors  giving  rise  to  infestation  are  dealt  with  immediately. 
> Many  cases  necessitate  the  taking  up  of  floors,  yard  surfaces  and  passages, 
leading  in  some  cases  to  extensive  drainage  repairs  and  reinstatement. 

Systematic  inspection  of  private  dwelling  houses  continued  and  during 
the  year  945  were  inspected.  265  were  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin, 
50  by  rats  and  215  by  mice.  A total  of  253  complaints  was  received  from 
occupiers  of  dwelling  houses. 

Inspection  of  Lands  and  Buddings — There  were  2,454  inspections  of 
land  and  buildings,  comprising  food  shops,  retail  shops,  factories,  ware- 
houses, schools,  offices  and  cold  stores.  236  of  these  premises  were  found 
to  be  infested,  60  by  rats  and  176  by  mice.  The  staff  treated  all  of  these 

II  infestations. 

< Sewer  Treatment 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1961,  an  account  was  given  of  the  use  of 
fluoracetamide  in  the  treatment  of  sewers  for  rat  control.  Following  this 
treatment  it  was  found  that  only  17  of  the  2,851  manholes  in  the  Borough 
were  infested.  This  result  was  fairly  described  as  dramatic.  The  17 
manholes  showing  evidence  of  infestation,  together  with  associated  man- 
holes, were  treated  during  1962,  and  a further  test  bait  showed  that  for  the 
first  time  in  history  of  the  Borough  since  recorded  rodent  control  was 
introduced,  a 100%  clearance  was  achieved.  No  doubt  there  will  be  a 
build-up  from  inter-manhole  colonies,  but  these  should  be  insignificant, 
and  the  important  point  is  that  the  rat  in  the  sewer  is  now  being  controlled. 
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Demolition  Sites 

The  control  of  rats  from  sewers  and  drains  during  the  demolition  of 
Clearance  Areas  subject  to  Clearance  Orders  has  been  given  special 
consideration,  so  as  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  any  new  building  or 
adjacent  property  from  becoming  infested. 

All  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  are  requested,  in  writing,  to 
inform  the  Health  Department  of  the  proposed  date  of  demolition,  and 
they  are  also  informed  of  the  Department’s  requirements  as  to  the  sealing 
of  the  drains.  Before  the  drains  are  sealed,  each  drain  inlet  is  baited  with 
fluoracetamide,  and  the  actual  sealing  of  the  drains  is  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  a Public  Health  Inspector. 

Public  Sanitary  Conveniences 

There  are  16  public  conveniences  under  the  supervision  of  the  depart- 
ment; all  of  these  provide  for  males  and  six  of  them  also  make  provision 
for  females. 

The  public  convenience  staff  consists  of  4 men  and  3 women.  They 
cleanse  every  public  convenience  at  least  twice  a day,  and  in  special  cases 
three  times  a day. 

The  Inspectors  visit  the  conveniences  regularly  to  supervise  the 
cleansing,  and  438  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 


HOUSING 

The  provision  of  adequate  housing  accommodation  remains  one  of 
the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Borough.  The  following  information 
relating  to  applications  for  the  tenancy  of  Corporation  houses  up  to  31st 
December,  1962,  has  been  supplied  by  the  Housing  Manager.

Special  Applications  for  Rehousing 

During  the  year,  77  reports  were  made  for  consideration  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  connection  with  applications  for  priority 
in  rehousing.  Besides  being  overcrowded,  many  cases  had  a record  of 
chronic  infection  or  other  serious  illness. 

Municipal  Houses 

On  a change  of  tenancy,  all  municipal  houses  are  inspected,  and 
during  the  year  416  houses  have  been  so  visited.  Of  these,  143  were 
vacant  at  the  time  of  visit  and  217  habitation  certificates  were  issued  after 
treatment  or  repair  of  the  premises. 
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Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

Part  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961,  gives  Local  Authorities  new  and 
greatly  strengthened  powers  to  deal  with  squalid  living  conditions  in 
houses  in  multiple  occupation.  Circular  No.  16/62  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  contains  a memorandum  which  explains 
the  main  provisions  of  Sections  12  to  23  of  the  Act,  together  with  some 
general  guidance  on  their  administration. 

Part  II  of  the  Act  also  introduces  a power  which  will  take  effect  in 
three  years’  time  to  enable  Local  Authorities  who  wish  to  do  so  to  make 
local  schemes  for  the  registration  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation.  Such 
schemes  will  require  the  approval  of  the  Minister. 

The  Minister  proposes  to  call  for  a report  in  about  two  years’  time 
on  the  working  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  12  to  23  of  the  Act. 

The  Housing  (Management  of  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation) 
Regulations,  1962,  came  into  operation  on  the  22nd  May,  1962. 

These  regulations  prescribe  a comprehensive  code  of  management  and 
are  to  be  applied  to  any  house  which  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  in 
consequence  of  defective  management. 

Inspection  forms  have  been  prepared  and  a register  of  houses  in 
multiple  occupation  is  being  compiled.  During  the  year  29  houses  have 
been  inspected.  This  has  meant  the  inspection  of  120  individual  lettings, 
which  is  an  average  of  4.1  families  per  house.  Public  Health  Act  notices 
have  been  served  on  the  owners  of  various  houses  to  abate  nuisances 
discovered  during  the  course  of  inspection. 

Owing  to  the  occupants  of  various  lettings  being  out  at  work  during 
the  day  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  carry  out  some  evening  inspections. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  occupants  of  houses  in  multiple 
occupation  are  living  vary  greatly.  Some  owners  have  made  a good 
attempt  to  provide  the  necessary  facilities  for  the  persons  to  whom  they 
have  let  rooms,  whilst  others  have  not.  Houses  suitable  only  for  occupa- 
tion by  one  family  now  contain  as  many  as  four.  This  generally  means  the 
sharing  of  some  facilities;  cookers  and  sinks  are  placed  on  small  landings, 
and  in  some  cases  a compartment  under  the  stairs  has  been  converted  to  a 
‘scullery’  by  the  provision  of  a sink  and  cooker,  no  effort  being  made  to 
provide  for  adequate  natural  lighting  or  ventilation. 

In  some  cases,  there  is  an  absence  of  drying  space  for  domestic 
washing.  Refuse  accommodation  is  usually  situated  in  the  rear  yard, 
and  in  terrace  houses  this  means  either  taking  the  refuse  through  the 
ground  floor  rear  rooms,  or  around  the  outside  of  the  houses  to  the  rear 
yard. 

It  has  been  found  that  in  some  instances  mains  water  is  not  con- 
veniently accessiljle  for  all  the  occupants  and  they  are  tempted  to  use  a 
bathroom  tap  supplied  from  the  storage  tank,  rather  than  trouble  the 
occupants  of  the  ground  floor  accommodation  wherein  the  mains  tap  is 
generally  situated.
